For a passage of import somewhat si- 
milar, see Virgil, .Eneidiv, line 314, the 
words of Dido, to jKneas : " Mene tu- 
gis ? " &c. There is however this dlf- 
fereiiGe: ^Viidromache is a wift;. Dido 
only a lover, consequently h;\s no pos- 
terity to wliom her care can be extend- 
ed ; yet she is represented as loving 
JEneas even to madness, using both 
prayers and throats to cause his stav • 
but he too perseveres withinllexibilitv,' 
in consequence of which Dido puts aii 
end to her own existence.
